Xotos, -was captured at 7:-15 p.iii. on 
Sunda.v. Ho was found liidin;; bcliiud n 
pile of sacks in the woodsijoil ot Mr. aiul 
Mrs. Gill, in Rook Bay district, near 
the corner of Honry and Turner streets, 
lie liud some years a^'o rescued Mr. 
Gill's »^0R from drowuin,:,' ofl" tlio Dallas 
road, near where the stonmor 3an Pe- 
dro lay so loni;. Instead ot-belng land- 
ed at Port Angolos by Katchules— whoK(! 
elEorts to throw tho pplico off the trail 
have resulted in his arrest for assisting 
tlio murderer to cseapo— Xicholes was 
lauded at the b.ack of Albert Ilond and 
had been hiding at SooliO until lie came 
to tlie city on iSuBday at 5:10 p.m., and 
Kooa aftcrw'ards wns'capturod. On Sun- 
day, leavini,' Sooke, where ho had slept 
iu a- luirn for two ni;;lits, Xicholes cross- 
ed over to the Saanich i-oad. where ho 
was seen near Porter's on Sunday morn- 
iui,'. Wlion nenring the Koclc Bay dis- 
trict, lie mot a youn^' mnn who some 
tinio iifio went fishiuf; with liiui, and 
nskod him to secret him, but the young 
man i oIhsimI, and leaTing liim, Nichples 
went to the residence of Mr. and Mrs.

Ar- 
rivitiu there, he liiil in the woodshed,

[•oic. Insteail of lindiuK liis, former Com- 
panion in lishiui; a source of veBCiie, tlie

.7ust tlien tlie olllcers heard a click at 
thv back, as though of a li'>lt beinK shot, 
and <iui(d;lv the trio of ofllcers at the 
re:ir vaiiUc'd over the fence, and while 
Chief Lan^''ey, Serst. Redgrave and De- 
tcctivo Palmer were atotnding to the 
search of the house, from cellar to roof, 
one of thoin clnniboriug right to the 
roof, Sert't. Walker and Constables 
Cnrlow and Jack.son entered the wood- 
shed, peering int oits dark corners. The 
constable8,'antieipnted a desperate struK- 
Kle,' and' all -were arincd and on tlio alert 
for the hidden murderer. When atten- 
liou was directed to the woodshed, Con- 
stable Carlow lit a match in the door- 
w:iv, and 'other than the contents of the 
shed, pccriuj,' into its dark coniers. The

house and to Sergt. Kedprave, who, by 
this time, had mountetl to the roof-top. 

The chase was over. 

>'icholes was (juickly conveyed to the 
police station, and placed in a coll, utter 
bidnir searched. The search resulted in 
the \liscovery of the • weapon which 
took Tom Neti's' life, a spring pocket 
knife, with a blade from three to four 
inches long. On being placed in a cell 
he nskod for food, being faint and near- 
ly starved. A constable was despatched 
10 Levy's and quickly returned witlf. a 
large beef steak and ,soine black coffee, 
which the murderer ravenously ate, 
while Const.ible Harper watched him to 
see that he made no attempt to taki? his 
life. His meal made him more cheer- 
ful, and he volunteered the information 
that ho "felt good, now." IIo was cool, 
and accepted the situation stoically, 
making nu display of feeling at any 
time. 

lie wn.s p!"'ced in a cell downstaii-s, 
while Georgi! Kntchitles, under arrest 
for Ills part in the attempt to secure the 
murderer's escape, occupied a cell in the 
upjier tier, and althojiph he knew that 
his erstwhile partilor had Been cap- 
tured, he 'was unable to coimnunlcato' 
with him. " - 

Both men were brought up for their 
preliminary hearing yesterday. Nicholes 
appeared iu the docket yesterday .morn- 
ing, and a large crowd ■jvero present. 
The charge of murdering Tbm Nctes 
])referrod against him^vas road, and the 
prisoner stated that Tie wris un.-ible to 
speak English. An adjournment was 
sliortly made until ^y<Mlllesday, when S. 
Perry ^lills will be present to defend 
liim. 

George Ivatchiilcs was also brought up 
for trial yesterday. IIo was charged with 
"knowing that Frank Nicholes, on or 
about the .Stli of November, in the city 
ot Victoria, liad unlawfully killed and 
mnrdorod Thomas Xetes, afterwards did 
assist the said Frank Xicholes in order 
to enable his eseane.'.' When tlio charge 
wa.s read to him, Katchules said lie could 
not understand, niid asked that nn inter- 
prefer be called. The case was then jo- 
ni.'UKlod until this morning. ^Ir. S. 
Perry :\nila will also defend Iiim. 

The chase of Nicholes, wliich came to 
an end on Sunday, show.s bow comiiloto- 
ly the police departments work in fol- 
lowing a criminal. It would have been 
dilllcult for Nicholes to liavo got away 
from them, for after his. escape from the 
liarhor early on Friday morning, every 
possible means was taken to secure him. 
It was the despatch of the stoain launch 
by Acting Sorgt. Carson nn hour after 
his flight , that prevented him getting 
further than the. Sooke district, for since 
the capture of the prisoner, his move- 
nieiiis have been learned in detail, and 
it is seen that he found capture more 
and :iiore inevitable with every hour of 
freiMloui that reiiiaiued lo hint. 

\\'hen the lainn.'li ste'.unod out after 
him on J'^riilay morning he and Katchules 
were working the sliii)i> Star along tlie 
shore lini.' towards Itaco Rocks, keeiiing 
well in under the land to avoid being 
seen. The murderer saw the launch, 
and realizing tli.at he could not escape 
to the United States side without de- 
tection, he put in at the ihack of Albert 
Iload, where the coast line is well suited 
to hide such a cnift as that of the nuir- 
derer. On lauding Nicholes at once took 
to the. -woodiR, while Katchules remained 
on 'board, having placed a sack over 
tlm ports to hide the cnibin light. IIo 
slent oil the boat on Friday and re- 
mained with her until Saturday in the 
early morning, after having attempted 
!n sink the vessel and thn.s dostrov all 
trace of lier. After believing he' liad 
scuttled thiv sloop with an axe, Kat- 
chules traveli^l across the walerfi-ont 
farms to tlie Rocky Point voad, ami 
started towards the cily. On bis ■way 
he stoppeil at Cohvood to uet ;i driiil;, 
ami bis Greek tont'iie lieini,' noticeable, 
the iiiforniatiou of hi« coming was telc- 
lilioned to the city. Ho wa.s overtaken 
by the Eoclo' Point stage and secured 
oassagc in on this, roaoliing the oity 
inst as the inqiiPst was in progress. Be- 
lievin.i: tile slonji ^oiu' ho assumed an 
air of ignnraut biMviidennent and told 
I he p.i'.iei- of having landed the murderer 
at Sidney, and later when taken to iden- 
lil'y I he sloop -dirnL'L'ed his shoulilers, but 
persisted in Ids very evident liiN until 
llie ariernooii, when \vi1h no small 
aniiniiit i)f crafl, ]ii' announceii that lie 
was reaily lo fell all he knew. 

Kati-hules Ihi'ii told the tale. Avjneh 
caused the four ollb-ers on the tug Sadie 
to be rushed from Chillam ba.v io Port 
Aogeles, rvvh^n they .were np to yesterdav 
morning engaged in searching the Gulf 
islands and coast line, while the mur- 
derer remained hiding from the trio of 
olllcers, I'rovincial Constable Co.x, and 
t'ity Constables Illaokstock and .Iftcksou, 
wlio were engaged in scouring the .Mct- 
chosin and Sooke districts, ' calling at 
farm houses, searching barns, and avail- 
able hiding places. On ]'>iday niglit ho 
ci-a.wled into a barn wdiere he slojit and 
remiiining hidden in the vicinity all next 
day, being afraid to beg food at any 
farm lioiise, ho again spent the nifrht 
there on Saturda.v, and on Sunday iiiorn- 
ing ho came to the city, with tlie result 
detailed above. 

In the meantime the tug Sadie has 
made many miles in pursuit of the sloop 
and the murderer, wdio was thought to 
have escai)ed across the Straits. .Since 
Provincial Ser;;eant iMiirrav and Con- 
slalde Campbell and Cit.v Detectives 
Perdue anil Macdonald, who are on lier, 
reported from Clallam bay on Saturday 
morning anil were ordereil to Port Aii- 
gi'les, because ot tlie fact that Kalclniles 
claimed to have lamleil the innirilei'er 
there, they have chased ever.v sloop seen 
along flu.' Sound as narrated in 
another column. After Katchules had 
told his story llii! police recc>fved in- 
furmation that a sloop with two men in 
it; li.'id been seen near Orescent city, 
and they were despatched after that ves- 
sel, a chaso upon which the tug had 
started wlu.'n the last news of its doings 
reached Victoria on Saturday, and the 
r.iet that tbe.v were overhauling this 
sloop gave rise to the report that they 
were within a slun-t disiance from the 
caiilure of the 7iiiirderer. But no, the 
olllcers oil the Sadie have li.ad a trip, 
which dirty weather and untiring work, 
has made uup'.easaiil, and all to no pur- 
pose. It was one of the lilies of jios- 
sibilify, though, and the ollicers had to 
cover every possible channel of escape, 
so thoroughly did they plan the caiiture. 

Frank iSiaholcs, the murderer, altho'iigh 
ho hud been fishiirg for many years, 
made the spring crui.so iu the sealing 
Fehoonr-r Umbrina btdongiiig to Capt. 
,r. W. Pepiiett in 1000, shipping before 
the mast on tho schooner when she sail- 
ed f' om here. On arrival at the West 
Const to ship licr Indians, where Capt. 
Pe|ipett left her. Nicholes Was madp 
second nintu of tho Umbrina. 

iThe victim of the tragedy, Tom Xetes, 
wa.s carried to the grave at Ross Ray 
yesterday. The funeral started from 
lliinna's undertaking i)nrIor.s at l:.''tl \t. 
m., and Rev. W. Ix-kIIo Clay was pres- 
ent to read the burial service. lie also 
oniei.ited when the body was lowered 
into tho grave.

S uperintendent H ussey Will Sail 
■For.Kingcombe Inlet on 
Wednesflay. 



D. G. S. Quadra Will Take Him 
and His Men Up the 
Coast. 



Some of the Superstitions of 
Fiery Tribe of Northern 
indiansi ^ 



Albotit itbree weeks ago two Indians 
of Kingcombe -were accused of stealing 
and catjhing a check for $S50, the pro- 
perty of a .Tapanese who worked \yith 

theiu in a cannery during the fishing eea- 
.sou. Special Constables Woolacot and 
lluson were despatched from Alert Biiy 
by cauoo to arrest the guilty ^larties, 
but tho latter, assisted by tlieir friends, 
stoned the . policemen and drove them' 
from tho Tillage. 'Woolncot and his com- 
panion wore forced to return to uVloi-t 
Bay without Iheir iifisouers, and upon 
the .affair being reported to tho Attor- 
uey-Gencral's department it . was decid- 
ed to ask the nso of tho Dominion gov- 
ernment steamer Quadra, Capt. Wal- 
brau, to take a force of provincial x>o- 
licQ to tho scone and enforce the law. 
The Dominion govemmpnt was; 'cOiu- 
municatcd with and the comuuMider of 
the -Quadra was instructed ,from Otta- 
wa to co-operate mth tho provincial au- 
thorities. Some delay has been caused 
by the Quadra diaviug to wait for iba 
arrival of certain supplies and mater, -.Is 
from the East, but she will sail with tho 
piiniitive expedition from Vjacouvn-, on 
Wednesday morning. Superintendent 
Hiissey, with five or six picked men, 
will leave for A'aiieouver tonight and 
will board the Quadra tomorrow morn- 
Tlie trip to the scene of the trou- 
will occupy about 24 hours, and it 
is q\!!te likely that the police will have 
no dilliculty in ai>prelii.'niling tho alleged 
thieves, as well as tho principals of those 
who assisted them in resisting «rrest. 
Oil the other hand, the guilty parties 
may take to the woods on the iipproach 
of the Quadra, in wliich case Superinten- 
dent Ilussoy and his men may have a 
long and very unpleasant chase, as tho 
weather on tiiat part of the coast is al- 
ways wot ami disagreeable at this sea- 
son. 

The Indians ot Kingcombe inlet are 
among tho most savage and uiionlighton- 
ed of the Coast tribes, notwithstand- 
ing tho fact that an English church mis- 
sion is established in their village. They 
are intensely tuiporstifions ' and have 
in.miy revolting and degrading customs 
which they adhere to despite tho teach- 
ings of the missionaries. Their belief 
in witchcraft is very strong and they 
are in constant dread of each other, one 
of their superstltioria.lbcing that if «u en- 
emy can secure tin articlo'ot clofliing, a 
lock of hair, or a 'finger nail, of. Ids .ijic- 
tim, ibe can compass his death by- certain 
ceremonies and incantations. Thus, 
putting a piece of a person's clothing in 
a colIin brings sure death. But what 
they most fear is death by lijigcriug ill- 
ness catised by tho malevolence o£ a 
witch or wizard. All the latter has to 
do is to dig up tho thigh bono of a dead 
man. sjdit it in two, insert in the ca^Ily 
a rag ot the intended victim's clothing, 
ic it u\i with sinew, <'0ver it with .a 
Dating of spruce gum, place it in a box, 
which is buried, and a fire lighted over 
'The unfortunate owner of the rag is 
seized with pains as soon as the fire is 
lighted and these increase with the in- 
tensity of the flames. The agony can 
bd prolonged by caToful attention to the 
fire, but if a sjieiMly dissoliilion is <le- 
aircd, all that is iio<!espary is to m.ako the 
fire so big that it will penetrate tho 
e.-irtb and heat the box— when that hap- 
pens the victim dies.

Wo do (.not know tlint last night's 
meetins in tlie Victori.i Tlieatre ealla 
for nuK'h , coimiiout. It avn;; ali-oady 
known tli.'it a muubor of ;,'t>iitleineu woro 
opposed to the Pi-ovinciiil goveruiuent. 
The only feature of the meeting .which 
cnlis for mention is tho omphntic dc- 
clnration by '^fr. Hclmclcon that he ha.s 
wUUilrawn hi.s conlideiioe froia tho Pro- 
mier. Mr. Hall declared thnt he .would 
support tlie r^sbltttiou because be thousht 
tho vacancies lii the cabinet an'd the city 
representation sliould ha filled at onco, 
but lie also declatod, in reiily to 
Mr. iMuBride, that he^ would go to 
the house as a supporter of tbe govern- 
ment. (SIt. McPhillips simply reaffirmed 
the position ho has already taUcu in the 
pross. :Mr. Uigsins propounded sorao 
orij-'iual ideas in Constitution ll^aw, which 
have already been'pufr forward hy him 
in the Colonist ' and fully answered in 
those columns. Wo do not thiuli any 
one will claim that tho meeting, which 
was as largo as could have been ex- 
pected ou such a night, has demonstrated 
anything i n particula r. .

3U a. more circumscribed area^ We fcaVf' 
lioro a city of whose natural attra^ir- 
tions too much cannot bo saiii, and ii 
very great deal has bccu done in a pvi- 
Tato way to add to these natural charms. 
We have many beautiful homes and de- 
lightful gardens. Every visitor is forced 
10 concede this. Where we are lacking 
is in wiiat can be done pablicly to make' 
.1 taty attractive. This is one of the 
things rwbich must 'be taken into consid- 
eration. It is very desiraiblc that Romo 
means should be devised Avhoroby Vic- 
toria can Hie :iia<le the heaibiuavtcrH of 
tourists iu tho Pacific Northwest. In 
that connection mnny;things have, to be 
taken into account, nioro, indeed, than 
can ibo sugges-ted in an article of this 
kind. We would like Colonist refulors 'o 
help us witii suggestions. lAVill not soniu 
of our readers , send us early this week 
letters making proposals along this lino, 
so that we may be able to publish a 
number <>i' them un souic convenient day, 
say iSuuday next?

' RESTORING PEACE. 

iSoimo' ^-contemporaries . make a com- 
parison between what is ibeiiig dou<» in 
South Atrica and what is transpiring 
in the Philippines, as though tho lattor 
CTuUl be any justiQeatiou foi' tlio fornier, 
that Is, if the former re(ni'l-cs justifica- 
tion. If wo are wrong in what we 
are doing to restore pe.ice in the eon- 
qucrod republics, no degree of tho same 
kind of wrong practised in another 
nation can excuse us; if iwe are right, 
as is our firm ib(.>lier, we ought to lie 
able to justify it on its own merits. 
Comparisons with tho Philippines are 
useful as showing what another nation 
finds itself called upon to do, just as 
comi)arisous with what took place in 
more than one ICuropoan country iu mod- 
ern times are useful for" the' same pur- 
po.se. But wo weaken our case when 
wo oomparo it with any ntlier for the 
purpose of justifying it. In the Philip- 
pines the United States is employing ex- 
treme measures to compel tho subjuga- 
tion of a peoplo, who had never given 
that country any cause of offenco until 
their subjugation had been begun, and 
wlio had up to thnt time been on verj- 
friendly terms with tho American forces, 
if not actually iu alliance with them. 
Wo are not condemning what tho United 
States is doing. This is a matter upon 
which lit is not necessary to enter. The 
fact above stated is all willi whieli it is 
necessary to concern ourselves in this, 
connection. In tho case of the Germans 
in IFranco and olsowhoro in Europe, 
there was a responsible government to 
ibe dealt with by the i-oiiciueriiit,' power. 
Croat severity may have ibcen necessary. 
It unhaippHy seems to ibe in aU military 
operations. A' case more nearly iu. point 
to .lur own is the march of Shorniaii 
lhr(in:_'h tlu> slates Oi tho Southern Con- 
federacy, when he laid waste the whole 
country, being determined toy .bringing 
the horrors of war homo to the people to 
make them Ion:; for peace. The civilizeii 
■world ju.~tilied him, .because it is the im- 
perative duty of the superior power to 
put down a hopeless struggle and restore 
lieaco at tho earliest possible time. But 
we do not need to cite .Sliennan's no- 
tion to justify our own, beeause ours 
can ibe justified on its merits, just as bis 
could Ibe. iLt wo have erred at all, it has 
been upon the side of mercy, for therc> 
are times when it is merciful, to do wliat 
seems at the lime to hi; cruel. 

The Soutii African case ailTcrs from 
any other than can ibe cited in several 
important particulars. One of them is 
the absi'uce of an.v responsible govern- 
ment wliieh c:;n be hclii to account for 
the ibreach of any understanding. The 
South A'frlcan republics have been con- 
quered. They no longer* exist. 'Mr. 
Schallcbur^'cr may cany around the 
country witii him something which he 
calls a government. When the Romans 
overran Britain', some of the original in- 
habitants lied into the recesses of Wales 
and .Cornwall, and it would have lieon 
just as absurd for them to call them- 
selves tho ruler.s of Britain, as it is for 
tho iBoers to call themselves the rulers 
of the two new colonies. There is no 
getting away from facts. But tlio real 
reason and justification of our course 
in iSouth Africa is the necessity for it 
ill tho interests of civilization. South 
A'frica was either to bo 'Boer or British. 
Tf the former, then it would Iiave liooii 
,;,'iv(Mi over to the rich uli;.'archy and 
have .been tho scene of revolting slav- 
ery. This observation does not apply 
to tho Transvaal and Orange River 
Colonies only, but to the whole rci'iou 
from tlio Zambesi to tho Cape. The 
Iioliey, which found expression in Ivru- 
ger's ultimatum, would have found ex- 
pression iu some other way and .before 
very long, if it had not done so at that 
time. Tho dro.am of a Boer South 
Africa is what led to the ultimatum 
and the invasion of our territory, and 
when once the gauntlet had ibeen thrown 
down, there was nothing for us to do 
Jiut to see the thin;: out. 

The conditions existing iu .South -Vfrica 
differ from'those in any other war with- 
in historical times lu that tho eonquor- 
iiig power is taking care of tho wives 
and children oC the vanquished, wliile 
tho latter pursue their guerilla tactics. 
In every other campaign, the vanquished 
Jiayc had to. look after tbcir families; 
and this has hastened their siirreiuler. 
IMuch has been written aboat the lior- 
rors of the concentration cauips, .but wo 
think that if comparison were mado be- 
tween them and the condition of any 
licople ill a coniiuered country, wher.< 
the vanquisheil f<jrces were still in tln^ 
field, it would be found thnt the bal- 
ance is in favor of the camps. If men 
will persist iu Kiiorilla ■warfare, .'^onie 
one must take <.-are (if their iwives and 
faniilies, and it seen.s a straii,L;c logic 
whii.'h approves of the nhandoiimeut of 
these by the iliicrs and condemns the 
attempt of our government to take care 
of tlieiii. If tile camps were broken up, 
tliere would be a liowl yf indignation 
against Oreat Britain for conipellin^,' tlic 
Itiior .Wdinen and children to shift for 
t liemselves. It is inip<issiblc to avoid 
sulTeriii;,- as the conseiiui'Mce of war, 
lint wo believe the veriliet of history 
■will ilie that the British goveninirut h.-is 
1 it could to roibici! Iho misery 
Hoer noii-eonvbatants to a mini-

goes into .Wall street and makes a for- 
tune there in a "hvelvemonth. Every- 
whero a ■fe'iv men from time to time, 
sometimes by extraordinary foresight, 
but in the majority of cases by a con- 
currence of circumstances which they 
could not foresee nor control, got sud- 
denly I'icu, but the mo3t of us have to 
work h'W'A and long for what wo got, 
and must put up with our share of fail- 
ures. 'It is just so in gold mining or any- 
thing else carried on in the Yukon. Those 
succeed who are industrious and intel- 
ligent in their v.-ork, and those fail who 
are not, unless, as hinted above, they 
happen to strike it lucky.

All Inspection of some of tlio vile stuff 
now sold under the Kulse of llipior mlj,'lit 
also be introduced to some advniitaKO; as 
nurse ndnlteranis tliaii water can be 
fuiiiid. An.v ndnlteratlii^' to be punishable 
by a heavy lino. 

It is nl80"a matter of surprise why three 
or four grocers should curry lluuor licenses 
also. LiCt It cither bo one thlftg or -the 
other. This oukIii to bp remedied. I will 
close this letter by ;rlvln;r a few extracts 
from an address i.n the subject to hand, 
and inl^ht say rliilit lunv, that I have iiii 
axe to Krinil on the premises, beliiK' only 
an ordinary worklii^jnmn with a larKe fain- 
U.v to brine up and supiiort.

The lliiuor trafrie Is so pprnlelnns In all 
its bearliiKs, so Inlinleal to the Interests of 
bunest trade, so ri^iii^'iiant to the mural 
sense so Injurloii.s to the peace and order of 
society, so harmful to the home, the church 
and to the body pollfle, and so utterly an- 
tayonistlc to nil that Is pcralclftas in life, 
that the only proper attitude towards it 
Is that nt relentless hostility. It can never 

be le^-allzed without Stn.- • ■ " 

Every t ransaetlon where liquor becomes a 
consideration Is of the nature of a fraud, 
as the iirliu'lple ot rocliirnclty Is Impossible. 
There can be no "ipilil pru quo" In the case 
as from Its very nature the vllo l)e\era;:e Is 
Incapable of rendering; a service to tiie pnr- 
chnser. The entire business Im n source ot 
poverty rather than ot wealth to the na- 
tion. The ninnnfnctnre of bnrKlnrs' , tools 
would be quite as IcKltimato a bnslnesB, 
and less Injnrious to the public. The. sa- 
loon Is pre-eminently the crime -breeder ot 
the nation.

I am writing this in tlie train as it 
speeds eustwai-d across tin.' l.'oiitiiioni , 
llor hating attained the westci-nniost 
point of the tour, the capital of ilritisli 
Columbiii. we are now on our return 
journey, jmiiiewaid bound at last. The 
Empress ol! India liaving sailed from 
Vancouver in the night, entered liiiO 
iiarbor of Victoria at an early hour on 
he inorning of October 1, imt the ollicial 
;anding and reception of the Duke and 
Duchess of Cornwall and York did not 
take placid until 11 o'clock. The 
traveling is rajiid during this CuiLidinn 
IMirtion of the lioyal tour, and the stop- 
[lages are but short; but we passed this 
night in Victoria, and did nut leave it 
until tho following midnight, so wo had 
two full doys here, .'i pleasant rest after 
tho constant hurrying of the iircceding 
fortnight. One would fain have stayed 
longer, for Of nil the cities that have 
been visited in the course of this long 
lioyal progress the fair capital of British 
Columbia socnis to me the one which the 
I'-iiglishnian would most gladly make 
his home. 

\'ictoria has often been described iis 
being the most lOnglisli cUy in Canada, 
and the visitor sunn i-ealises thnt this 
IS indeed the case, in the lirst place, the 
percentage of itrilish-born among the 
inlmbitaiits is large, ami a eonsidernblc 
colony of iBritish genih-iolk, including 
many retired niivul and military oiliccrs, 
is settled in the 'beautiful environs ot 
the city. The uumber of lUuiversity 
men and public school ihoys to 'Ibo met 
hero is remarkable, all of course in- 
tensely loyal to the Chi iCotiulry. I am 
told thnt 7l) per cent, of the men who 
went 'from the island of \'ancouver to 
light in .South Africa 'were born in the 
British ilsles. The I'^nglish character of 
the soeii'ty in the c.-ijiital is also strength- 
ened liy the constant liresciieo licrL; of 
a lai-gi' number of liritisli o(Jl.-ei-s i>t' 
both services, for within an hour's walk 
of till! city and <iiiickiy atlaina.lde liy 
the trams is blsiiiiiiiiait, tho d.U'itisii 
naval station, tho liondaunrters of our 
I'aeilic squadron, with its barracks, ar- 
senal, and dockyard; while, since the 
construction of the foruiidiible fortifica- 
tions that protect Ibis important post, 
wi! hero maintain a small force of I{oynl 
I'liigiiieers iinil (Jarrison .Vrtiller.v. The 
men of lhi> garrison and also a detiKdi- 
inent of men of the Koyal ilorse .Artil- 
lery iwlio had disembarked here on their 
way lionio from (/liiiia were employed 
during the stay of their lioyal lligli- 
nesses to form escorts and guards of 
honor and to line the route of the pro- 
i'cssiou. It was pleasant for us Eug- 
lishaien to see the I'nmiliar uniforms of 
the diritlsh soldiers around ns once more. 
Victoi-in is not only a busy place, a 
great eniiioriiim of trade, the distributing 
centre for British Co'.uiniliin. ibnt is also 
a favorite place of residence for well- 
to-do people; in no other city on the 
western coast of the North .\nieriean 
Continent does oiu' find oneself innid a 
society of such cultured ]ieoplc, British- 
•linrn and Ciniadian. whether they be 
men of leisure, members fif the learned 
)iri>ressiiins, or eiuiaged in ibusiiies-;. In 
short, Victoria, as a place in whiidi to 
nia'-'e one's home, presenl-i many social 
and. 1 understand, i-ven educational a I- 
vnnt.'igi'S. As miirht be cx-|iec1eil. there 
are some excellent c'.'.ilis in the city. 

The little city of 2."),(K)() inhabitants 
was well decorated by day and well il- 
luminated by ni^ht, and'^Knvc tho Duko 
and Duchess n loyal aiid hearty recep- 
tion. I noticed, by the way, that here, 
as in other Canadian cities, among the- 
"bunting that was so lavishly disii'.aycil 
in the streets tlie Star;*- rrld Stripes of 
the United States wen; not so cnii- 
siiicuous as tliey generally are in lU'itish 
cities on every occasion of jniibruf re- 
joicing, a compliment whiidi is not re- 
cilirocated in .\merica. and was so 
simriilarly inappropriate on 'Mafekiiig 
and Ijnilysmith days, seeing how strongly 
jiro-Uoer' mill hostile to oiiv policy in 
South .Africa the liulk of the Aiueric.nns 
are. This nnturnlly leads, one to a ques.- 



tiou ot more iuiiiortauce than tliat ot 
iiai;s, lotil wuli Wijicii I caimui ileal hero. 
Siulicc. it to say that many Cauauians 
are irritated at tliu leiigtlis to wuicli 
(jreat iBrilaiu goes in order cu cun- 
cillute American iiubliu opinion, and re- 
gard our;' lAmerican cult >is a a\ga that 
in our dread of the power of tho Uniten 
States 'We would be ready to wake great 
concessions at the cxIjcusl' of Canada 
rattier tliaii risk a rupture with the great 
UepU'ldic. The bulk of Americans tiiink' 
likewise. 

\ icluria, which a little over half a 
century ago was but a wooden lori. of 
tho Iludsiin's liay comiJaiiy, is now a 
liaiidsume little city, \viili bread streets 
of siibstantially-built houses nnd imlilie 
liuildings whicli, as clsi.-wherc in l.ie Do- 
minion, disjilay a lino t:is;e in their 
architectural features. The magiiiliciiil 
I'arliameiit buildings, constructed of 
grey stone, would be worthy of thi' capi- 
tal of some great European jiower. At 
night from the root of the lofty hotel 
in which 1 was staying il looked over 
the illuminated city, -which presented ii 
wonderful aii|iearaiice. All the iHiblic 
liuildings and numliers of jirivate bouses 
were ablaze with light, as were the men- 
of-war in the bay; 'but, towering high 
above all, was the massive Parliament 
house, its every detail of tov.-ers and 
galleries, up to the sunimil of its gri'at 
culminating dome, onlliiied iwitli electric 
liu'lit. Some drives and .walks which 1 
took in the iieigliliorliood of the city 
during my stay gave me a full cxplntiii- 
tioii of why this is a place so beloved 
of tho British. The city, its 'Suburbs, 
|nnd its jiarks are all contained on a 
luany-inletted promontory that juts out 
into the smooth islnnd-sluddcd waters 
of the Straits of ,Iuan de Fuen — a mag- 
nificent situation. 

Till' country iininei'in lelv outside the 
town is singularly beautiful, the undulat- 
ing proniot<iry .being covered with woods 
of iiiiie and tir anil a hively wild jugle 
of arbutus, roses, lloweriiig bushes of 
•many varieties, and Knglisli •bronni, 
which, since it was Imported here, has 
spread all over tlic more open country, 
so thnt it is ablaze with golden blossom 
for n grent portion of tho year. In tlio 
siiriiig !ind summer there is an extraor- 
dinary .•ibiiiidaiice of Iieanl ifit! wlbl 
tlowers. .-iiid ill the antiinni all the vi'ge- 
tatioii is agliiv.- with tints vivid or niel- 
I'lw. and aniiil this jik-nsant borage, 
■•killing the little iliays and beiidiamls of 
the promontory, arc scattered the de- 
liuditfiil homes of the fortunate citizens 
of \'ictorin — the iirofessioiial men. the 
mercbanls. the retired soldiers of file 
ICuipire. Tiicsi' <'Oiiiitry iionses are all 
built ot. wood, most picturesque- and eom- 
fortinble. in npncnrilncc, :nud -of har- 
monious poloring— slindes of redj terrn- 
ciitta. and dark oal--. iiredominntiuff.-Ench 
house stands within extensive grounds. 
T/andscape gardening is made easy for 
one here. One li.as but to leave a vor-

'Here one (sees llie 
gernnlnms, the sunflpwers, the old- 
fa .shioned. columbines, swpetwillinniB. nnd 
others with which we are so familiar, 
but far more luxiiriniit and fuller of 
blossom than tlic.v are at home. , Never 
in Ihe eiiviidus of any other city Inive 
1 seen such a glory of llinvers ns sur- 
nninded eatdi of these lovely homes, 
i^faiiy a one of these <-osy wooden bouses 
had ipiile an o'.d I^nglish air. and the 
L'arib'U that snrnniadeil it niiglii have 
ibelonged to some old I'ilizabellian man- 
sion. The wild vegetation, too, in which 
those little estates were set had tho 
luxuriance, not of the tropics— vvhoiso 
cloving sweetness often makes tho exilft 
sick for home — hut of the tender .N'orlb. 
It is this eonibiiiat ion of rich wild coun- 
try and old-fashioned Ihiglish bonies lliat 
makes the snrrDiiiidiags of Victoria so 
whiilly de'.iglitful. 

'I'hey tell one, and \ can quite believe 
it, that lie who has slayed here awhile is 
so conquered by the charm ot the couii- 
li-y that if be li>aves it he is compelled 
to return to it. Then how niaguiliceiit 
are the l;i iidsca pi'S on which the pos- 
s.'ssDi-s of these pleasnntest of homes 
look out, embracing broad waters, sin- 
U011S straits, timbered islands and capes, 
and ihehiud all the mighty mountain 
ranges' of the mninlnnd, with their sum- 
mits of eternal snow, the mo.st con- 
spicuous peak being 'Mount linker, 
which, though a hundred miles away, is 
generally clearly visible from licre. 
When 1 saw tli's ifliie mountain it looked 
like a huge bcl'. of delicate white ■sus- 
pended in mid air. for only its snowy 
dome gleaniiiiu' i'l the siiiilicht was dis- 
tiiiguishalde. its lower slopes, wlu'i-e the 
snow was not lyim:, bciiis: invisible fo'' 
distance, and blendinu with the.<l)lue o' 
the sky.

The tug Sadie returned last nifcfe: 
about S p. m. bringing Imck City Ue- 
tectives I'erdue and Mii'.'doinihl and Ser- 
geant Murray and Constable CaiuphoU 
of the I'roviueial I'ldice, who made 
most comiileto search of the coast 'waters 
for the fuyitive murderer, Xicholes and 
had he lauded across tlu; water us wiis 
stilted by his partner, he could senrcely 
have evaded arrest. They visited every 
settlement and camp between Xeiih 
bay and Tort Discovery, foUowiuK each 
clew which gave promise of leadint; to 
flu; capture of Nicholes. Strange to say 
the lines follow(id.'by- tli&',posse on the 
sloop tallied well with the statement 
made by Katchiiles of landing at I'ort 
.•\ngeles, for there the police were in- 
formed that two iiicn had come to the 
spit iu a strau;:(; black sloop ami hint 
made several en'orts to laud.. After 
wards the slooi> was .seen returning 
When the telcf;rani wa.s received at Clal 
lam telling of Kati;hul(;s' statement it 
seemed that such iniist liavi; .been the 
ease, so closely did the stories tally. 

There were over a iiuudred men on the 
other side of the straits iu .lelVerson and 
Clallam counties looking for the fugi- 
tiv(; t.;roek, and even the people of the 
Indian raiicherics were notified. The 
licmsu of a friend of the murderer was 
visited, and it being found that Nicholes 
had 'uindo frcfinent visits there, the shacl 
which was reached from the water, was 
searched, but no trace was fimiid. Sev- 
er:il tiiiK^s a slooii was nporled, and 
when at I'<n-t .•\n,:,'clcs the steamer Ali 
(lertrude repcn-tcd a sleep hcadiif^,' t 
wards I'lU^t Cresi^eiit the description of 
which tallied with that of the iiiurdcrer 
The search was, however, with no re 
suit, oilier than to coiniiletely wear on 
tlie otiicers. for they did not f-'ct nun- 
than seven hoiu-s sleep silici; they left on 
Frida.v. 

'rile Sadie steamed out of Victoria at 
-I ]i. 111. on Friday, and from here went 
direct to Williaui Head quarantine sta 
lion, whence Dr. Anderson had , seen a 
black sloop heading out towards the 
United States side from Bontinck island 
A lauding was made at •Williiiiii Head 
and the oflicers went around from there 
to .\.ri;yirs farm, where it was also 
learned that a sloop had 'been seen at 
H a. 111. <Hi h'riilay stnrliuK for Port 
.\n.i;eles. By nightfall the tug was a^'iiiii 
boarded and the |iosse was taken nroiind 
^Villiam Head and down to Bci;cliy bay 
where, on arrivai, liiey left tin.' lu^' in 
small boats and rowed to the head of 
the b:iy and visited every nmd; ami corn 
cr. They stoiiped at Gf-orge Brown': 
farm and after notifying the ranchers in. 
that vicinity went over to the Indian 
raiiclicrie and asked the Indians to watch 
for Nicholes. Thence, after callin 
the rnneherie the tug headed out to the 
Itace Bocks lighthouse, where they told 
the keeper of the murder uml the re 
ward tin' the murderer. Krom Itac 
Bocks the Sadie iirocecilcd lo I'orl An 
.itcles, and lied up at the .wharf then; a 
1 1 p. 111. on Friday night. 

'.At Tort Angeles, file police iiarty hired 
a team of liorscs aud went live miles up 
the coast towards 1 )iin!;eiiess, soin 
far as I'etcr Burns' milk ranch, where 
inforinatimi was given them that a bhicl 
io]i had passed there that day and gone 
to the I'ort Angeles spit, and triicd to 
make a landing two or three times, 
Finally the sloop was seen to turn 
around and -sail -back whence It cau]^ 
The police then hurried back to Port 
Angeles to seek rurlher infonnntion, ar 
riviiiK at tile town across the (Straits at 
11. m. on Saturday. They were un-' 
able to fret an.y further inforniatiou un- 
til the steamer -Mice Gertrude came in 
from Clalhun, and the oflicers of that 
steamer told the police that they had 
seen a black sloop, the description of 
which was similar to that of tlio mur- 
derer's criift, off Port •Crescent at 4 p. 
111. on Friday. They were certain thut 
the siooj; -seen was a strange cue to that 
imrt of the country. 

The Sadie was accordingly tiiruod to- 
wards Port Crescent aud left Port An- 
;;eles at '> a. in. ou Saturday, for Port 
Crescent .■md other hays aloii^' the i-y^nnx 
in thai vlelnUy, I"". V<.'liifi nwil liotbin^'. 
Thence thev cruised over to J':asl Clal- 
lam, where they sent tcle.i;n>l"« '^"l''^' 
Hussey and Chief l-aii.i-'ley telling of 
their .■iearch. From Clnllivm, which is a 
settlement made UD Ol n wharf, school 
house, hotel, telephone and telegraph sta- 
tions, they pvoeeoded to ■Neah buy, where 
there is iiuite a largo settlement nnd a 
big reservation. Hero the Cnited Stales 
goverirment has a si;;iial station for ob- 
serving iiassiiig vessels, and the marine 
observer reported that no slooji had pass- 
ed his station since h'riilay. The jirow 
of the tmr was then turned bai;kward to- 
wards Crescent, and word bavin;,' been 
received from ^■ictoria oC the arrest of 
Kal'.'hv.lf-.s nnd the lihiling of the sloop 
liv Pilot Babhinjclon, the Sadie was 
headed across to Vancouver island, and 
she steamed n^.:aiii into Bec<;hy bay at 
•5 p. 111. on Satur.lay evening. Dr. A. 'J'. 
Wail. sni.erintemleut of the "ftMUiam 
Head (pK.riiutine station c.nuic out .with 
the steamer ISarJe and met them, telling 
of the stories of Katchules of landing' 
the murdortir at Port Angeles. Wnid 
was also received to this effect fnnu 
Snpt. iHiissey and Chief Laiigley, so the 
Sadie was at once headed back to Fort 
.•Vnxeles, whii-h port was reached at. S 
p. ill. on Saturday. 

■.\fler working' throii'Jib flic town of 
Port Anj;eles until '^ o'chick on Sunday 
morning, the need of resl compelled the 
ollicers to rest until 7 a. '.»■. wlieii the 
the tie.,' started off again, with Detective 
Macihniald and l.'oiistable Cainiiliell, 
while DiMcctive Perdue and SerKeant 
:Miirrav went ashore to go through the 
seltleiiienls. The tug, which was ii'blo 
to keep iu close coiiiiiiiinication with the 
sliore owing to the good telephone and 
telegraph gommnniciilicn in that dis- 
trict— sliore is a station every livi; 'iiillea 
—followed the shore line np to Diinge- 
ness. Port William, Seipiim. and Dia- 
mond Head (|uar:iutiue slatioii, ami 
tlicuce went up to the (dd sa,w mill at 
the head of Discovery bay. which was 
re:iched about 10 o'clock on Sunday 
ni^'ht. 

While the Sadie was proceeding to 
Discnvcrv. Detective I'crdue, ^Scr- 
beaut l.^lllrl■,■■,v iiiir Sheriff 'Smith id' 
Clallam county, took the road ■with 
a two horse rig uml visited all the 
settlements, telcjiraph olUces and tele- 
phone stations between I!ort Angeles am] 
Discovery, reaching Discovery mill 
where' they, connected with the tug at 
.H o'clock on. Sunday night. Tlieit; also 
they met 'Sheriff Hammond of Port 
'ro.wnseiid, -ilio hail .worked the conn- 
trv between Port Towusend and Dis- 
coverv. At Discovery the posse stayed 
at De'laiitv's place, iind yesterday iiiorii- 
im.' at davli^'ht struck out acniss the 
woods to the shack of u (Jr.'ek \ebo was- 
known to be a friend of Aich'des, and 
was known to have been visit.ed from 
time to time bv him.
